As neither church 
would likely allow their church buildings defiled 
by each others presence, we suggest that the dis- 
cussion might be held iu some Protestant church. 

The spread of Mormon ism in Arizona has arous- 
ed public Bentiment in that territory. The Cuited 
States Grand Jury boa found seven indictments 
tor polygamy, the first ever lound in Arizona. A 
briet telegram by the Associated I'rcss states that 
great excitement prevails and both Mormons and 
Gen tiles "are watching the proceedings with pro- 
found interest" It has been one of the favorite 
projects of the Mormon leaders to establish colo- 
nies outside of Utah, and they have succeeded to 
some extent in Idaho and Nevada. It may be 
hoped that this action oi the Grand Jury will 
prevent a settlement in Arizona. 

"Self-denial should not be practiced in one di- 
rection only. Some of our people talk about the 
sacrifices thay make ; they deny themselves ol the 
personal adornment that arc so much admired by 
the world. But ia this really much of a sacrifice? 
May it not be that the doctrine ot non- conformity 
auits our ideas of economy pretty well ? Some 
time ago a minister said he believed in plainness, 
but he faared that some of the Brethren were 
plain rather as a matter of economy than from 
principle." — Goh/hI Messenoe r. 

We are glad that the Mesaeqger for once gives 
us credit tor something good — that of being plain, 
but wc are sorry it cannot say anything good 
about the "Brethren" without impeaching our mo- 
tives. 

The "Quakers of Alaska" is a name given to 
the 17,uO0 Eskimoes who occupy the coast line 
north of the Aleutian peninsula. Many have 
adopted not a few ot the modes of dress ami life, 
and also the worBe vices, ot the white men. A 
large portion of this people are, however, both 
physically and intellectually, greatly superior to 
the Eskimoes ot Labrador and Greenland ; they 
have thus far sternly kept themselves aloof from 
all intercourse with the whites, and are eo indus- 
trious, peaceable, sober, and virtuous as to have 
wen this aobriquetj They live in well ordered, and 
sometimes large and populous villages. The Mor- 
avians are commencing missionary work among 
them. 

"There was a time when our brethren were not- 
ed for honesty. Their word was as good as their 
note. Then, too, when they had anything fa sell, 
they were trusted as they never misrepresented 
things. This was, and should now be the stand- 
ing of the Brethren before the world; but we fear 
onr reputation for honesty is declining." — Gospel 
Msssenger. 

We are sorry to hear this, but from some things 
we know of, we are aware ot the truth of the as- 
sertion, and it is to our sorrow and loss that we 
thus speak. We, too, hope with the Messenger 
that while his brethren are thus sadly degenerat- 
ing, the standing of the "Brethren" before the 
world may be different. But why the Messenger 
should kindly concern himself about the "Breth- 
ren" instead of hia own brethreu, ia not altogeth- 
er dear to ue. 

Among the articles iu the North American Re- 
view tor September, three in particular merit the 
serious consideration of every one who studies the 
tendencies of our government. The leading one 
is by Bishop J. Lancaster Spalding, who insists 
that the only aure "Basis of Popular Government" 
is morality, not culture of the intellect, nor uni- 
versal suffrage, nor the development of material 
resources ; and that if the country ia to be saved 
from ruin, there must be a return to the uncom- 
nromiBing moral code of the founders of New 
England. The policy of "The Exclusion of the 
Chinese" is advocated by John II. Durst, who pre- 
sents a striking array of forcible and "ngiual ar- 
guments, against Mongolian immigration. Four 
distinguished writers on political, 'economy, name- 
ly, David A. Wells, Thomas G. Shearman, J. B. 
Sargent and Prof. W. G. Sumner, set forth, from 
nearly every conceivable point of view, the "Evils 
of the Tariff System"; and it is announced that iu 
the Review for October several writers of no less 
distinction will exhibit tbe "Benefits of the Tariff 
System/" The other articles in the current num- 
ber are "The Demand of the Industrial Spirit," by 
Charles Dudley Warner; ''Inspiration and Infal- 
libility," by the Rev. Dr. J. H. Rylance ; "The 
Need of Liberal Divcrce Laws," by Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton ; and 'Our Remote Ancestry" by 
Prof. Alexander Winchell.
